INDEX 

With  a  three  year  tradition  of  Ail-American  rat- 
ings, this  year's  Index  staff  had  quite  a  record  to 
uphold.  And  so  work  was  initiated  on  the  Index  1965 
as  soon  as  the  1964  edition  was  completed  and  in 
the  hands  of  students.  The  core  of  responsibility  was 
divided  among  the  photographic,  layout,  and  the 
literary  staffs.  Two  photographers  took  the.  hundreds 
of  pictures  that  were  in  turn  submitted  to  the  layout 
editor  who  chose  the  final  prints.  The  next  task  was 
the  arrangement  of  those  pictures  on  the  dummy 
page.  The  literary  staff  collected  information  and 
then  described  in  written  words  ISU  1964-1965. 
Other  responsibilities  were  shared  between  the  busi- 
ness and  assistant  business  managers.

Something  for  everyone  is  the  key  to  the  mens 
intramural  program  at  Illinois  State  University.  Un- 
der the  direction  of  Dr.  Eugene  Hill  the  Men's 
Physical  Education  department  offered  an  intramural 
program  which  was  designed  to  provide  relaxing, 
purposeful  recreation  for  ISU  s  male  student  body. 

The  intramural  program,  consisting  of  eleven  dif- 
ferent sports  activities,  was  divided  into  two  basic 
groups  including  a  tournament  program  and  a  rec- 
reational program.

Posts  Five  Wins 

With  John  Court's  passing  and  Stan  Petty 's  catch- 
ing Illinois  State  University  began  and  ended  their 
1964  season  on  winning  notes.  All  was  not  happiness, 
however,  with  State  compiling  a  season's  record  oi 
five  victories  and  four  defeats. 

Highlights  of  the  season  came  with  two  wins 
brought  about  by  Stan  Petty 's  field  goals  and  a  27-6 
Homecoming  victory  over  Mankato  State.  A  27-21 
thriller  over  IIAC  co-champion  Western  Illinois  also 
created  football  interest.  Of  the  four  ISU  defeats 
only  Indiana  State  bettered  the  Redbirds  by  a  large 
margin,  as  they  ran  away  with  a  26-7  win.  Illinois 
State  appeared  on  the  way  to  victory  against  Brad- 
ley University  and  Northern  Illinois  but  faltered  in 
the  second  hall  in  both  contests.  The  only  other 
defeat  came  at  the  hands  of  conference  foe  Central 
Michigan.  State,  without  the  services  of  regular 
quarterback  John  Court,  dropped  a  heartbreaker. 

Despite  a  little  better  than  average  season,  Illinois 
State's  Birdies  provided  a  dramatic  close  to  their 
year  by  responding  to  the  challenge  of  a  tough 
Western  Illinois  team.  The  football  squad  paid  a 
visit  to  cross-town  Wesleyan,  where  they  defeated 
a  previously  undefeated  Titan  squad  by  a  close  16-14 
margin.  The  game  was  marked  with  excitement  and 
tension  as  ISLT  controlled  the  ball  for  three  quarters

spirited  contest,  which  saw  an  IWU  touchdown  run 
called  back,  followed  by  the  ejection  of  a  Wesleyan 
player  for  attacking  an  official,  marked  the  fourth 
straight  win  for  ISU  and  their  sixteenth  victory  over 
Wesleyan.  The  twin  city  series  includes  seventy-five 
victories  for  Wesleyan  and  thirty-one  for  State  with 
the  two  schools  fighting  to  a  draw  nine  times. 

Post  season  honors  for  Illinois  State  team  members 
was  the  election  of  Stan  Petty,  end,  and  defensive 
specialist  Tom  Major  to  the  IIAC  conference  first 
team  while  Petty  joined  defensive  end  Britt  Farroh 
on  Max  Seibel's  All-State  college  eleven.

Cogdal's  Last  Year,  Struggle  For  Team

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Illinois  State  University's  cross  country  season  was 
one  of  surprise  and  sentiment.  The  State  team  began 
the  season  with  only  three  returning  lettermen  and 
a  host  of  candidates  for  the  remaining  two  spots. 
Surprises  began  early  while  sentiment  was  always 
present  as  the  cross  country  men  tried  to  make 
Coach  Joe  Cogdal's  final  season  a  success. 

The  State  squad  began  their  season  with  a  sur- 
prise trouncing  of  Millikin.  Gary  Coffman  led  ISU's 
distance  runners  to  a  perfect  score,  downing  the 
Decatur  school  15  to  40  in  a  downpour.  This  marked 
the  twenty-fifth  time  in  thirty-one  years  that  an 
Illinois  State  squad  gained  this  victory.  The  success 
proved  to  be  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  a  winning 
season,  as  ISU  found  the  going  rough  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season.  While  lettermen  Gary  Coff- 
man and  Mike  Askew  were  consistently  leading  run- 
ners, neither  was  to  capture  a  first  place  for  State 
after  the  opening  meet  in  Decatur. 

Coach  Cogdal's  final  season  saw  the  team  finish 
with  a  three  and  five  record  while  finishing  a  dead 
last  in  the  IIAC  Conference  encounter.  While  the 
1964  season  will  not  go  down  as  the  best  for  Cogdal's 
thirty-seven  year  career,  the  veteran  ISU  coach  has 
a  great  main  thrills  and  accomplishments  to  look 
back  on.  Cogdal  is  credited  with  fostering  the  Inter- 
collegiate Cross  Country  Association,  serving  as 
president  in  1959.  His  teams  have  posted  twenty- 
four  cross  country  titles,  winning  sixty-three  per  cent 
of  their  meets.  Cogdal  is  also  credited  with  coach- 
ing fourteen  individual  champions,  originating  the 
double  dual  meets,  pioneering  team  uniforms,  and 
founding  state  invitational  meets.

\\  ill i  a  veteran  squad  which  featured  eight  re- 
turning lettermen,  Coach  Archie  Harris'  ISU  swim- 
ming team  concluded  their  1964-65  season  with  an 
amazing  12-3  dual  meet  record  and  a  fine  second 
place  finish  in  the  IIAC  meet  held  at  Horton  pool. 

While  Northern  Illinois  proved  to  be  too  much  for 
State's  swim  team,  they  fought  all  the  way  before 
settling  for  a  second  place  showing  in  the  confer- 
ence encounter.  During  the  two  day  meet  State's 
Dick  Kirgan  won  three  individual  titles  and  set  a 
pool  record  of  49.8  seconds  in  the  100-yard  free- 
style on  his  way  to  being  named  the  meet's  "Out- 
standing Performer."  In  addition  to  Kirgan's  cham- 
pionships, other  firsts  were  captured  by  Captain 
Rudi  Timmerman,  200-yd.  backstroke;  Dick  Barsema. 
1,650-yd.  freestyle;  and  Bud  Berning,  diving. 

During  the  regular  season  Coach  Harris  received 
consistently  good  performances  from  his  veteran 
squad  as  they  lost  meets  to  only  Central  Michigan, 
Indiana  State,  and  Evansville. 

In  addition  to  his  conference  champions  Harris 
counted  heavily  upon  Van  Miller,  second  in  confer- 
ence diving;  Greg  Freeman,  second  in  200-yd.  back- 
stroke: Rich  Russell,  distance  freestyle  specialist; 
Terry  Shoup.  breaststroke;  Dick  Regez,  backstroke;

A  season  of  woe  is  the  best  way  to  sum  up  the 
basketball  year  for  Illinois  State  University's  1964- 
65  Redbird  team.  Coach  Jim  Collie's  Birdies  never 
even  got  off  the  ground  as  they  won  only  six  games 
and  dropped  eighteen  varsity  contests. 

While  the  season  proved  to  be  one  marked  by 
little  excitement,  the  Redbirds  did  manage  to  have 
their  moments  of  glory.  Perhaps  the  most  satisfying 
victories  for  the  State  basketballers  were  their  wins 
over  Western  Illinois  and  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin (Milwaukee).  In  the  Western  encounter  the 
Birdies  refused  to  give  up  as  they  fought  the  Leather- 
necks all  the  way  before  finally  winning  in  overtime. 

While  the  Western  game  was  a  close  call  the  Mil- 
waukee game  saw  the  red  and  white  run  all  over 
the  court  in  running  up  a  one-sided  104-83  victory. 
The  Birds'  total  of  104  counters  was  the  highest 
score  ever  recorded  in  Horton  Fieldhouse.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  record  breaking  point  total  the  Redbirds 
shot  a  percentage  of  .527,  a  Fieldhouse  record. 

Other  highlights  of  the  basketball  teams  disap- 
pointing season  included  their  109-88  victory  over 


Sioux  Falls  in  the  Nebraska  Christmas  tournament 
and  the  presence  of  major  college  competition  in  the 
form  of  Western  Michigan  and  Washington  Univer- 
sity of  St.  Louis.  While  the  Birdies  lost  twice  to 
Washington  University  and  once  to  Western  Michi- 
gan, they  did  manage  to  give  WMU  a  run  for  their 
money  in  the  first  half  before  yielding. 

In  analyzing  the  1964-65  Redbirds,  i(  appears  that 
their  main  problems  were  in  defense  and  rebound- 
ing. While  Illinois  State*  was  putting  points  through 
the  hoop  at  the  rate  of  78.2  per  game,  their  op- 
ponents were  taking  advantage  ol  a  weak  defense 
by  pouring  in  84.5  points  per  ball  game. 

The  apparent  lack  of  rebounding  is  quite  visible 
when  one  looks  at  the  final  summary  ol  statistics  and 
finds  States  leading  rebounder,  Duane  Bruninga, 
averaging  only  8.9  rebounds  per  game. 

Throughout  most  ol  the  season  Coach  Collie  and 
the  rest  of  the  Redbird  team  were  forced  to  fall  back 
on    the    leadership    ol    senior    guard    John    Cruser.

Led  by  the  IIAC's  "Most  Outstanding  Gymnast," 
Paul  Ziert,  Illinois  Stale's  gymnastics  team  finished 
a  tough  ten  meet  schedule  by  capturing  a  surprising 
second  place  in  the  conference  meet.  This  finish  en- 
abled them  to  receive  an  invitation  to  the  national 
NAIA  meet  at  Kansas  State  College  in  Fort  Hayes. 

Coach  Wayne  O.  Truex  s  veteran  squad  started 
the  season  with  four  straight  wins  before  going  into 
a  tail  spin  which  lasted  until  their  surprising  effort 
in  the  conference  encounter. 

Leading  gym  team  member,  Paul  Ziert,  concluded 
his  four  year  career  with  an  amazing  one  man  show 
at  the  IIAC  finals.  The  slim  built  Ziert  captured  the 
meet's  "Outstanding  Athlete  Award"  while  winning 
first  place  honors  in  free  exercise,  tumbling,  and 
long  horse  vaulting.

The  numbers  three  and  four  predominated  the 
1964  track  season  at  Illinois  State  University.  In  four 
outdoor  meets  the  trackmen  finished  third  three 
times  and  fourth  once  while  posting  a  record  of  four 
wins  and  one  loss  in  dual  meet  competition.  In  the 
only  indoor  meet  in  which  team  points  were  kept, 
Coach  Joe  Cogdal's  team  ran  over  the  visiting  Brad- 
ley Braves  84-29  in  the  first  indoor  meet  ever  held  at 
Illinois  State  University.  Senior  letter-winner  Mike 
Mittelstaedt  continually  led  the  Birds  in  individual 
performances.  The  veteran  distance  runner  led  the 
way  during  State's  third  place  finish  at  the  State 


Intercollegiate  Track  and  Field  Meet  by  setting  a 
school  record  in  the  two  mile  run  with  a  time  ol 
9:14.  Top  spots  were  also  grabbed  by  Stan  Pett)  and 
Tom  Powell.  Powell  successfully  defended  his  high 
jump  title  by  leaping  six  feet  one  inch  while  Pett) 
won  the  discus  contest  with  a  heave  ol  one  hundred 
forty-five  feet  five  inches.  Petty  and  Mittelstaedt  led 
the  Birdies  in  their  fourth  place  conference  finish. 
Captain  Mittelstaedt  captured  the  only  ISU  first 
place  trophy  by  winning  the  two  mile  event  for  the 
second  straight  year  while  Petty  set  a  school  record 
in  the  shot  put  which  placed  him  third  in  that  event. 


Hurdlers  Phil  Johnson  and  Bill  McConkey  strain  for  that  little  extra  which  means  victory. 
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Pitchers  who  hit  better  than  hitters  and  hitters 
who  pitched  better  than  pitchers  combined  to  pro- 
vide an  interesting  but  below  par  1964  season  for 
Illinois  State's  baseball  team.  Sophomore  Phil  Dinelli, 
who  started  the  season  as  a  pitcher  and  ended  as 
regular  first-baseman,  led  the  ISU  squad  in  hitting 
with  a  .369  mark.  Dinelli  was  also  the  team  leader 
in  extra  base  hits  with  four  doubles,  five  triples,  and 
one  home  run.  The  Redbird  players,  coached  for  the 
first  year  by  B.  H.  "Duffy"  Bass  and  Jim  Wasem,  hit 
.241  as  a  team  but  were  not  able  to  finish  above  the 
.500  mark.  They  posted  an  overall  record  of  thirteen 
wins  and  nineteen  losses  including  four  victories 
and  eight  defeats  in  the  Interstate  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Conference. 

Jerry  Ross,  Redbird  leftfielder,  and  veteran  third 
baseman  Claude  Kracik  combined  with  Dinelli  to 
provide  head  Coach  Bass'  squad  with  a  potent  bat- 
ting order.  Ross  was  the  leader  in  runs  batted  in 
with  fourteen  during  the  thirty-two  game  season 
while  Kracik  had  the  most  hits  with  thirty-one  and 
was  second  in  batting  average  with  a  .313  mark.

In  the  pitching  department  State  hurler  Clyde 
"Junior"  Odle  had  the  best  earned  run  mark  of  the 
regulars  with  a  2.72  average  to  go  along  with  two 
wins  and  two  defeats.  Handling  most  of  the  pitching 
duties  were  Henry  "Irish  O'Reilly  and  veteran  let- 
terman  Bill  Evans-  The  southpaw  hurling  O'Reilly 
turned  in  a  respectable  2.83  earned  run  average 
while  Evans  posted  a  mark  of  3.30.  O'Reilly  won  two 
games  while  dropping  six.  Evans,  who  finished  at 
five  and  five  for  the  season,  fittingly  christened  Illi- 
nois State's  new  baseball  diamond  when  he  blanked 
Lewis  College  1-0  in  a  no-hit  performance.  This 
marked  the  second  time  the  veteran  right  bander 
held  State's  opponents  hitless.  Two  years  ago  he  ac- 
complished this  feat  against  a  tough  Southern  Illi- 
nois team  in  an  IIAC  contest. 

State's  Redbirds  opened  their  season  with  a  south- 
ern training  tour  which  saw  them  post  three  wins 
and  five  defeats  against  sonic  ol  the  strongest  teams 
in  the  country.  The  Birds  opened  their  southern 
visit    by    dropping   a    heartbreaking    1-0   contest    to 


Southwestern  College  of  Memphis.  ISU's  second 
training  session  pitted  them  against  Southwestern 
Louisiana's  Lions,  three-time  champions  of  the  (mil 
States  Conference.  The  Lions  were  far  too  advanced 
lor  Illinois  State's  young  ball  club,  downing  the 
Redbirds  twice,  8-1  and  10-5.  The  baseball  team 
found  the  winning  trail  much  easier  from  here  on 
as  they  won  three  straight  games,  defeating  kecsler 
Air  Force  Base  and  Mississippi  College  twice. 

Perhaps  the  highlight  of  State's  hot  and  cold  sea- 
son was  their  three-  game  sweep  over  visiting  confer- 
ence loe  Central  Michigan.  The  three  victories  ac- 
counted for  the  first  series  sweep  since  the  Redbirds 
defeated  Central  Michigan  in  1001.  The  most  heart- 
breaking defeat  ol  the  long  season  came  at  the  hands 
ol  cross-town  rival  Illinois  Wesleyan.

Illinois  State  University's  highflying  Redbirds  pro- 
vided an  excellent  finish  to  a  very  successful  season 
by  presenting  Coach  Eugene  Hill  with  the  IIAC 
championship  trophy.  The  Birdie  team  made  a  rout 
of  the  conference  meet  by  rolling  oxer  second  place 
finisher  Eastern  Illinois,  21  to  13.  State's  twenty-one 
points  were  provided  by  singles  winners  Jim  Whit- 
man, Bill  Powell,  Lothar  Peistrup,  and  Roger  Ninness 
along  with  the  doubles  team  of  Powell  and  Peistrup. 
The  conference  victory  marked  the  eighth  time  that 
the  Redbirds  have  won  the  league  crown  since  the 
first  tournament  held  in  1950. 

In  addition  to  their  championship  finish  Coach 
Hill's  well-balanced  squad  ran  up  an  impressive 
string  of  thirteen  victories  as  compared  to  only  five 
defeats.  The  Redbirds  started  their  season  by  com- 
piling an  impressive  o-l  record  for  their  annual 
spring  vacation  tour.  The  team  downed  Northeast 
Missouri  5-4  and  crushed  Central  Missouri  and  Rolla 
School  of  Mines  by  identical  scores  of  8-1  before 
dropping  a  close  5-4  decision  to  Murray  State.  ISU's 
tennis  squad  put  final  wraps  on  the  season  by  honor- 
ing team  Captain  Rich  Snowberg  and  junior  letter- 
man  Bill  Powell.  Snowberg  was  elected  by  his  team- 
mates as  recipient  of  the  most  valuable  player  trophy 
while  Powell,  conference  champion  at  the  number 
three  singles  spot  and  winner  of  fifteen  matches 
during  the  season,  was  elected  captain  lor  1965.

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Helping  the  Student  Adjust 


For  the  first  time  the  Division  of  Special  Edu- 
cation had  thirty-one  people  on  stipends  from  the 
federal  government.  Also  the  division  initiated  a 
complete  student  counseling  and  advising  program. 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hage,  this  program  estab- 
lished an  adviser  for  each  area  of  special  education 
to  whom  students  could  go  for  programming  and 
counseling.  This  was  the  year  of  expanded  graduate 
enrollment.  Last  year,  the  division  had  seven  gradu- 
ate students;  this  year  they  have  twenty,  ten  stu- 
dents of  whom  were  on  fellowships.  A  seminar  cur- 
riculum laboratory  in  the  solarium  was  officially 
opened.  Classes  in  speech  and  hearing  were  re- 
orientated.

Crops  and  livestock,  consisting  of  high  quality 
herds  of  beef,  sheep,  swine,  and  dairy  cattle,  were 
used  for  classroom  and  laboratory  teaching.

As  the  Art  department  added  more  space  for 
classrooms  and  offices,  it  acquired  more  teaching 
aids,  equipment,  and  instructors.  The  slide  collection 
for  graduate  and  undergraduate  work  in  art  history 
doubled  within  the  past  year  and  a  half.  Equipment 
for  art  work  is  increasing  with  the  soon-to-be-acqnired 
electric  potter's  wheel  for  the  ceramics  department.

The  completion  ol  the  Schroeder  annex  gave 
breathing  room  to  tl  it*  Geography  department.

This  year  the  Department  of  Health  and  Physical 
Education  for  Women  took  over  the  complete  fa- 
cilities of  McCormick  Gymnasium  for  women's  use. 
More  co-ed  dance  and  fencing  classes  were  made 
available  when  the  first  floor  was  remodeled.  Seven 
or  eight  fencing  classes  were  offered  rather  than  the 
previous  two.  The  department  added  a  man  to  its 
staff  to  teach  folk  and  social  dancing  classes.  Mc- 
Cormick Field  had  a  complete  face  lifting  when  the 
new  tennis  courts  were  officially  opened  in  the  fall.

The  role  of  the  Home  Economics  department 
grew  as  home  economics  became  integrated  with 
the  elementary  curriculum  from  kindergarten 
through  sixth  grade.  The  graduate  program  was  en- 
larged with  the  addition  of  more  research  in  the 
area  of  nutrition.  The  department  added  textile 
equipment,  enabling  more  experiment  in  the  re- 
search of  textiles.  Increasing  the  historic  costume 
and  slide  collections  gave  to  the  undergraduate  a 
background  of  costume  and  design  and  to  the  gradu- 
ate student  a  broader  overview.  These  curriculum 
additions  are  evidence  that  the  Home  Economics 
department  is  accepting  its  growing  role.

The  curriculum  in  industrial  arts  is  expanding 
along  with  the  facilities  and  equipment.  The  cur- 
riculum included  the  areas  of  drafting,  electricity, 
electronics,  general  shop,  graphic  arts,  metal  work, 
power  mechanics,  woodworking,  and  traffic  and 
safety  education.  Industrial  education  provided  a 
program  for  the  exceptional  children  going  to  school 
here  on  campus.  The  new  and  modern  facilities  in 
the  general  shop  laboratory  at  ISU  provided  an  op- 
portunity for  students  to  work  in  various  areas  such 
as  crafts,  drawing,  electricity,  graphic  arts,  metals, 
and  woods.  This  variety  of  equipment  made  possible 
practical  experiences  in  organizing  and  operating  a 
multiple  activity  type  of  industrial  arts  program.

LIBRARY  SCIENCE 

From  One  Room 

A  previous  one-room  department  was  changed 
into  three  classrooms,  a  multi-purpose  room,  and  a 
cataloging  laboratory  with  the  opening  of  the  new 
annex  to  Milner.  The  Library  Science  department 
had  a  thirty  per  cent  increase  in  total  enrollment 
during  one  semester.  New  equipment  included  stor- 
age rooms  rather  than  corners  in  the  stacks  and  dis- 
play cases  used  to  advertise  high  school  libraries.  To 
meet  these  new  demands,  all  courses  were  reorgan- 
ized with  a  special  emphasis  upon  school  librarian- 
ship.  Two  new  courses,  Human  Records  in  Libraries 
and  Trends  in  Librarianship,  were  planned  for  fall.

The  Teaching  Materials  Center  is  a  valuable 
aid  in  finding  instructional  materials. 
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The  expanding  Mathematics  department  added 
three  courses  which  will  be  offered  at  the  1965  sum- 
mer session.  These  courses,  Principles  of  Digital  Com- 
puters, Numerical  Analysis,  and  a  graduate  course, 
Differential  Geometry,  were  all  offered  for  the  first 
time  at  this  university.  These  additions  reflect  the 
fact  that  mathematics  is  one  of  the  most  rapidly  de- 
veloping fields  in  all  the  sciences.  The  Mathematics 
department  set  a  new  high  for  enrollment  with  487 
undergraduate  majors  in  mathematics.  As  of  Septem- 
ber 1965,  twenty-three  permanent  members  of  the 
faculty  will  teach  these  majors.  At  the  close  of  the 
second  semester  twenty  masters  and  ninety-five 
bachelors  degrees  were  granted  in  mathematics.

The  Physical  Science  department  has  many  new 
facilities  due  to  the  opening  of  the  annex  to  the 
science  building.  Both  fields  of  the  department, 
physics  and  chemistry,  have  made  many  advance- 
ments. A  new  course,  Instrumental  Methods  of 
Analysis,  is  now  a  dual-level  course  offered  to  under- 
graduate  and  graduate  students  in  physics.

The  past  year  was  a  record  year  for  the  Social 
Science  department.  It  had  more  students  offered 
national  scholarships,  more  students  continuing  on 
to  graduate  school,  and  a  higher  scholastic  average 
among  its  majors  than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
department  ordered  several  thousand  books  for  use 
in  Milner  Library  and  in  this  most  recent  academic 
year  subscribed  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  new  peri- 
odicals. Large  lecture  rooms  with  overhead  micro- 
phones that  enabled  students  to  ask  questions  and 
be  heard  throughout  the  room  were  made  available 
with  the  completing  of  the  Schroeder  annex.  Com- 
pared to  other  departments,  Social  Science  has  made 
little  physical  growth  during  the  past  year;  instead, 
its  growth  has  been  in  the  form  of  academic  progress.

STUDENT  TEACHING 


A  Combination  Student  and  Teacher 


The  first  day  of  student  teaching  brings  anticipa- 
tion of  the  weeks  to  come.  No  matter  how  confident 
the  student  teacher  is,  the  first  day  of  unfamiliar 
faces  and  confusion  makes  him  wonder  if  his  prepa- 
ration is  adequate  and  if  those  weeks  ahead  will  be 
met  with  success.  One  must  use  all  the  knowledge 
and  experience  he  has  acquired  in  this  first  contact 
with  the  world  of  teaching.  As  the  students  smile 
and  say,  "That's  the  new  teacher,"  one  suddenly 
becomes  that  teacher  with  the  realization  of  new 
responsibilities  and  the  excitement  of  a  new  chal- 
lenge. There  will  be  continuous  preparation  and  con- 
stant self-evaluation  ahead,  but  there  will  be  oppor- 
tunities for  valuable  learning. 

The  student  teacher  has  successfully  adapted  him- 


self to  the  routine  of  studying  during  his  four  years 
of  college.  But  in  this  new  situation,  he  discovers 
that  he  must  organize  his  schedule  in  a  different 
way.  He  can  no  longer  enter  a  classroom  unprepared, 
for  he  has  the  responsibility  of  creating  the  atmos- 
phere of  intellectual  curiosity. 

Intensive  study  is  demanded  of  him.  He  must 
thoroughly  understand  the  ideas  and  theories  which 
comprise  his  field  and  see  how  they  relate  to  all 
other  fields  of  inquiry.  He  must  understand  his  stu- 
dents as  individuals,  for  each  has  special  needs  to 
be  met  and  goals  to  be  achieved.  Through  careful 
lesson  preparation,  he  can  be  instrumental  in  help- 
ing students  gain  new  insights  into  their  own  prob- 
lems.   By   carefully   grading  papers   and   preparing

tests,  the  student  teacher  learns  to  evaluate  a  stu- 
dent's work  critically  but  not  to  stifle  independent 
thinking.  Although  the  student  teacher  is  often  ex- 
hausted at  the  end  of  the  school  day,  he  still  must 
be  available  for  student  conferences,  discussions 
with  his  supervising  teacher,  or  faculty  meetings. 

One  of  the  rewards  of  this  experience  is  to  see 
the  students  interested  in  their  studies,  showing 
excitement  over  a  project,  contributing  to  class  dis- 
cussion, and  improving  understandings.  Each  in- 
dividual becomes  important,  a  special  challenge  to 
handle,  and  a  smile  of  understanding  and  interest 
can  make  weeks  of  work  worthwhile.  Students  be- 
come more  than  pupils  to  teach;  they  are  lively  in- 
dividuals with  diverse  interests.  Sometimes  they  are 
indifferent,  sometimes  receptive,  and  always  enjoy- 
able for  the  student  teacher  who  works  with  them. 


The  student  teacher  is  the  combination  of  a  work- 
ing faculty  member  and  a  student  who  must  learn 
from  the  assignment.  Being  a  part  of  the  faculty 
gives  new  insight  into  the  school  system  and  brings 
further  understanding  of  the  educational  profession. 
There  are  opportunities  to  exchange  ideas  and  in- 
cidents with  the  critics  and  with  teachers  in  other 
fields.  These  conversations  are  interesting  and  add 
to  the  learning-teaching  situation. 

As  the  student  teacher  gains  confidence  and  be- 
gins evaluating  his  teaching,  he  will  think  of  the 
work,  the  rewards,  and  the  excitement  of  learning. 
Each  day  is  unique.  That  last  cup  of  coffee  in  the 
faculty  lounge  after  classes  will  give  one  the  chance 
to  look  back  on  the  day  with  the  realization  that 
the  next  will  also  bring  challenges  and  opportunities 
for  a  truly  enjoyable  experience. 
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Teaching  involves  individual  conferences. 


A  good  student  teacher  should  encourage  his  students  to  do   their  own   creative  thinking  and  writing.

In  August,  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity gave  its  first  advanced  degree,  Specialist  in  Edu- 
cation, to  Odessa  Myer.  This  was  the  first  degree 
given  beyond  the  master's  degree.  The  first  master's 
degree  was  given  in  history  instead  of  the  usual 
social  science  degree.  The  North  Central  Association 
gave  preliminary  accreditation  for  the  doctoral  and 
specialist  programs.  The  completion  of  the  new  sci- 
ence facilities  in  the  science  building  annex  and  the 
new  library  facilities,  such  as  additional  carrels,  has 
given  more  space  for  graduate  students.

75  editions  ago  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity was  first  introduced  to  the  Index.
